The Concordia University wrestling team will host its prestigious annual tournament Sunday, 
beginning at 9 a.m., in the Concordia gymnasium on the Loyola campus. Between 100 and 120 
wrestlers will gather for the first meet of the university season. 

Several of the top Canadian programs will be represented, including Brock - the defending 
men's and women's university champions. Also competing are University of New Brunswick, Memorial, 
McMaster, Queen's, University of Toronto and the Mohawk Valley Wrestling Club. 

“It will be a good international event," says Concordia veteran coach Victor Zilberman. "Every 
year it's a good tournament with good wrestling." 

Concordia wrestlers to keep an eye on include: Tyler Marghetis, 74 kilos; Tony Ronci, 68 kilos; 
and Jason Chen, 74 kilos. Also, the 2002 Concordia Female Athlete of the Year, Martine Dugrenier, 
vill compete. However, she will represent the Montreal Wrestling Club. She will rejoin the Concordia 
eam in January. 

Finals are tentatively scheduled for 4 p.m. 


Several Concordia wrestlers recently competed at an international event - the 2002 Copa 
Sparta in Puerto Rico on Oct. 11-12. Marghetis finished second in the 74 kilos junior division. Ronci 
was fourth in the 68 kilos senior division and Chen was 5th in the 74 kilos senior division. Dugrenier 
was first in the women's 72 kilos category and Tamara Medwidsky, a former Stinger who is complet- 
ing her MBA, finished second in the 68 kilos weight class.
